In the instant case the product as claimed can be made 
by a materially different process such as by ultraviolet radiation treatment, infrared radiation treatment or 
thermal treatment of poly(tetrafluoroethylene) or by treatment with ionizing radiation in an inert 
atmosphere and/or at an elevated temperature or by treatment of poly(tetrafluoroethylene) resin feed other 
than unsintered poly(tetrafluoroethylene) resin feed.
